The scene of the explosion is the most 
- thickly populated portion of Hunters' 
Point. In ♦'he vicinity are the Long 
bland Savings bank. Davreu's flats, a 
row of four story brick buildings, the 
postoffice, Petro Rocco's barber shop, 
John Hopkins' restaurant and F. Plain' ^ 
Jewelnr store. 

Next to the poetoffloe * is Frank Mo- 
Dermott's saloon with two apartment 
Doors above. Seventeen families ooon* 
pied these bnildU>gai 

The tunnel company's shaft is about 
twenty-five feet long by twelve feet 
;ivide. A few feet belong the lower end 
of the mouth of the shaft was u rude 
shed in which steam chests for thawing 
out the ca'-tridges of explosives were 
kept. This shed was within ten feet of 
the rear walls of tha poataOoa Mid Bar^ 
ber Rocco's rooms. 

No one has yet been found who can 
tell exactly how the explosion occurred, 
but the following facts have been 
learned: Some fifty cartridges of For- 
Bvth's powder had been brought from 
Che storage house on the Meadows earlv 
In the morning to be prepared for senu- 
ng down to the drillers working in the 
leading, which is being blasted out un- 
l«r Fonrth street at a depth of eighty* 
ive feet. As the explosive was frozen, 

Eoreman McEhitee placed the cartridges 
t the steam chests to thaw them out. 
They had been there fifteen minutes 
When the explosion occurred. All thnt 

K left of the chests and sheds after 
explosion were a few splinters, brt 
k Mg hole about three feet deep by flight 
featwidstold tha story of lb down- 
wavd fogy,

kan'iflahiwaa twiitale. Every window 
■aah in tba rear WM ripped outandtl-e

mdelv daaaed to the floors, sona being 
Mmok by large sheets of glasa and otb*

MaSiUt tha oonfnsion ooold ba iMard 
tka cries of the wounded and the moans 
«f the dying. Seantily clad women and 
ehlUEren rushed from the boiUUng, not 
waiting to sea who waa hntt or Buanna, 
fearing that the walls were aboatto 
oollapee. Firemen and police were 
ouicily on the spot and beganassaroh 
throosh the buildlnn. The ambulance

boepital. Then the ileiKi and dying 
were taken to 8tore8 near by. The la.st 
victim taken out wa.s Ilejiry O'Brien, 
wlio was carried to tlie station house, 
where he died a few uiinutefi after 
reaching there. 

While all this was going on the horror 
of the occa.sion was inten.'^ified l)y the 
bursting or.'.; of flames on the third floor 
of one of thf in.in tinent bnililini;«. 
The flawen :»pn itd rapidly, and before 
the frfenien got tbeiii under control, 
ner^y the whole row of buildings was 
gutted. 

The damage w.-i."* not confined to the 
flats. For luJf a mile in every direction 
the window panen, ljir;^'e an<l huiall in 
the stores and houses, were blown out. 
falling on the heads of many people 
passing along the sidewjdk.s, by whicth 
means many were cut nnd otherwise in- 
jured, antl scores iif men and women 
could be Re«n rushing to the drug stores 
and dooiors' ofBoMltp harathfllr womtdi 
attended to. 

At least twenty families were ren- 
dered houielesM, most of them losing ev> 
ery thing thry ]i<«8e88ed,' aaiptthafew 

things on thi ir bucks. 

A two-story frame building used as n 
refrigerator factory by Sylvester Gray, 
directly opposite the tunnel shaft, wfu- 
almost demolished, as were a brick 
building adjoining the tunnel lot ownetl 
by Frank McMann, and another by 
Isaac Van Ripor. 

The row of flats were owned by 
James Davren. president of the board 
of assessors. His loss ia estimatetl at 
$25,000. The buildings were insured 
against fire for $7,500. Tlie other losses 
will aggregate i|iO,()(>0 more. 

There wore nine men working in the 
tunnel when the exjjlosion occurred. 
One of il'"m said they felt the shock 
und thought the shaft had collapsed. 
It was nearly lialf an hour Ix'fure any 
of them would venture to investigate 
and ask to bo drawn to the surface.

HaoMa Blood. 

Denveb, Dec. 2*.— The San Juan 
mining camp ha.s followed the prece- 
dent.s of all great miiiing e.xcitementa 
by bajilizing itself with human blood. 

A courier has ,iust arrived in Ulufis 
City and rejiorted a terrible battleTues- 
day, in which over one hundred shots 
were exclian^;e<l. He repcirlf,l eleven 
men killed and a large inuuber wound- 
ed. George F^'Viru'^on, an old pros- 
pector, and James CVmIv, known as 
"Blind Jim," (Piie of the best known 
characters ill Arizona and Now Mexico 
mining cainiis, are aniom; the slain. 

The trouble grew out of a dis])ute 
over certain claims which had been 
staked out. There are nearly .'i.uoo nun 
in the tield.s. mid there h:ia been very 
little attention paid to the ;)eople stak- 
ing off claims. The prospectors have 
simjily di vfited thuir time to prospect- 
ing and scouring the sands tO Ihia tUe 
most promising locations. 

There has lieen a few claims stake<l 
out, howevt>r, in i)la< es where many 
colors to the pan have been found, but 
the lines of the (dairas, it is said, were 
not reported and a quarrel ensued. The 
direct cause of the trouble was the dis- 
covery of large nuggets tn tba bottom 
of a small stream. 

Up to the moment of the rich strike, 
everything was all right, but the siglit 
of the large nuggets had the aime efifec* 
on the prospectors as a red flag on a 
Mexican bull. Ea<di man claimed that 
he had first locattil the ground, and to 
settle the dispute gtms were brought 
into use. There were over forty men 
engaged in the tenible oonfiot. Few, 
if any, escaped unhurt. 

The information of the troubh* has 
caused great excittanent in Denve. 
among yjrospectors. who were skeptical 
of the fabubnis wealth of the new gol 1 
fields. The battle will undonbteilly 
bring tliousands of peoplo to the new 
camt>, for old prospectors r<'gard deadly 
conliicts over mining claims as the best 
evidsnoa of rich strikes.

miilwM of Dvllars' Worth ef Property 
Daitroyed bjr Floodib 

San Francisco, Dec. 20.— Reports 
from tlie Sacramento and Sa,n Joaquiu 
valleys show that the damage by flood 
will go above $1,000,000. The capital 
city is /afe, but all alon^ the river fine 
wheat land is covered with water. 

In Sutter countv, a few miles below 
Colusa, the levee broke last night and 
60,000 acres of the most fertile land in 
the state is several feet under water. 
The unfortunate people have fled aud 
left their Uvflftook to periab. The loss 
to owners and Ham§ <«H1I ba at least 
$600,000. ^ 

Below Sacramento city the levees 
have given way in several plaoes on the 
Yelo county side, and big damage has 
residted. Relays of patrol" are guard- 
ing the levee for many miles. The 
water is slowly falling, as the storm is 
over. The San Joaquin is higher than 
ever known before, and stockmen 
having cattle on the ranges behind 
Tracy are moving their stock. The 
watner being somewhat cooler, it ia 
hoped the water will fall rapidly. 

The entire dam aorosi Stephenson 
creek, in Fresno, bss been swept away. 
It was thiny-saven feet high, 200 feet 
long, built on granite and faced with 
planks. Amiluon feet of lumber and 
&s sawmill w«ra wsshad awa^. Ste- 
phenson's hotel was torn in two and 
about a dosen small residences were 
washed awav. No one wu living in 
the hoosa, fna mill having bean shut 
down.

The MiliTuukM Car Stable* Shattered by 
a Synamlte Bomb wsd tka Xutir« Plant 
Destr»/od bj rire, KataUlns » liOaa ol 

Uver Hntr n Million DinlUra. 

Mil.WAi KKi: , Dec. :;).— At 2 o'clock 
^'^ednesday morning a bomb wii- 
thrown into the main building of the 
South Side plant of the llilvranke. 
Street Bailway company. There was a 
tremendous "xplosiiin and in a nionirnt 
the interior of the building was iii ;i 
blaze. In a few minutes the fire wa.-. 
beyond control, and in leas than an 
boor the entire ]>lant was ecnanmed. 
entailing a loss of $51U.0(><). 

The street railway company's South 
Side plant is lo< ated on Kinnlckinnic 
aveuue. It ineludes the immense stor- 
age staUes for electric motors, the ma- 
china shops and the stables. In the 
bam were fifty new eleotrio motors and 
nearly all the summ«r caia OMMd by 
the company. 

The ca:s stored in the building were 
valued at ifli.'o.ooo, while the structure 
itself is worth at least !i:60,(K)0. The ma- 
chinery i.s valued at $7.5.000, while the 
stores of the couipauy were kept in the 
building and were worth $35,000. The 
insurance carried was on tiha boOding 
and amounts to $40,000. 

The bams which were destroyed were 
the principal depot of the Milwaukee 
Street Railway company and tha fire 
greatly criii; les the company. 

Who tl). man was who threw the 
bomb is not ..iiown. He is supposed to 
be the firebug who has startea at least 
a dozen disa:,trous fires within a month. 
A grand jury wUl ba summoned to in- 
vf stigate. 

The only person who saw the alleged 
^ bomb thro\.-n was Niijht Watchnian 
I Worden. l e savs that he was standing 
near the main uoorw ay of the bam in 
which the mi^tors and curs were stored. 
There was a whizz of sometlung throu t: i 
the air, a flash and a tremendous explo 
eion. 

A small cottage next to. the plant of 
the street railway comn;iny was also de- 
stroyed. A Woman residing in tlie house 
became paralyzed, and had to be carried 
out of the house after it was in flames. 

At .1:30 o'chK'k the fire was under con- 
trol, having been confined by hard work 
upon the part of the flrunan to the 
buildings of the Milwaukee Street Rail- 
way company. 

Investigation shows beyond d<mbt 
.that the fire which Tuesday destroyed 
two tanneries, causing a loss of $2.'t0,0ot>, 
and by which two lives were lost, wa.s 
incendiary. This is also the case with 
the two fires on Sunday when $125,000 
worth of property was cfestroved. 

It is Mdd that Chief Foley has re- 
ceived an anonymous letter declaring 
that the big incendiarv fires of the last 
few days are part of a concerted plan to 
destroy the city, ^nd that the firebugs 
intend to lay the town in ashes before 
July 1. The letter is believed to be. the 
work of a crank, but every effort is be- 
ing made to discover his identity. A 
special meeting of the city council is to 
be held and take action toward stopping 
the reign of incendiarism, and it is 
likely that a special grand jury will be 
calleil to investigate the matter. 

Although the common council ia pass- 
ing a resolution calling for a grand 
jury investigation into the causes of 
re(3ent fires in Milwaukee: although the 
insurance n gents are threatening to 
make the ra!es for this city practically 
prohibitory and the business interests 
of *he city are suffering at the freiiuunt 
recurrence of heavy lossee of life and 
property. Chief Janssen, of the police 
department, believes that the only fiio 
bugs at work here are dishonest ownei s 
of property wlio have taken advantage 
of excessive insurance to burn their 
buildings for the insnranoe. Chief Jans- 
sen's investigatlan will ba mainly along 

this line. 

President James, of ttie Northwestern 
National Insnranoe company, believes 
with Cliief Janssen that about half the 
fires have been purely accidyntal, per- 
haps one or two set by thieves or tramps 
looking for plunder, and all the rest 
started by the owners of the buildings 
burned. It is notable that in almost 
every case the insurance has been as 
great, or greater, than the loss. 

The mayor has just issued a procla- 
mation offering (^,500 reward for evi- 
dence that ^'illlead to the detection of 
the incendiaries. The entire polioe 
force has boon set to work and private 
detective ag^'nclos will probably go after 
the Toward also. One nuudred special 
poUoa have been placed on duty and 
will lamain for two weeks. 

Three More Victims. 

Lm-i.E Rock, Dec. 29.— Three more 
oosiTicts, victims from mysterious pois- 
oning at Helena, died yesterday, maaing 
thirteen that have died since the fatal 
arsenic was mixed with their food. Six 
of the men died at Helena, one while on 
the way to little Rook and Ava more 
wbUa in t he prison hospital

Ransom, the supposed jibw^onding im- 
plement dealer, returned from Cleve- 
land with his bride.

The HogOrop Very Short, and Chicago 
PmUbc HottMt IhiitMac 
Dawn. 

Chicago, December 27.— There is a dull- 
ness about Packingtown nowadays that 
has not been paralleled for many years. 
Since December 1, 5,000 men have been 
discharged and the plants of the bi>^ pack- 
ers are hardly worked at half their capac- 
ity. The indioatloni are that onlcM the 
supply of hogfl is speedily increased fur- 
ther reductions will be necessary. This 
condition of things has been brought 
about by a most unusual shortage in the 
hog crop. The shortage is readily shown 
by the following statistics : 

From November 1 to December 21 
Western jiackinK was but 2,280,000, 
against 3,820,000 for the same period last 
year, showing a shortage of 1,540,000 for 
the West Chicago, for thesameperiodlthis 
year, packed 780,000, ajjainst 1 ,470,000 last 
year, showing a shortage for this market 
of neariy 700,000, Leading packers, while 
they assert that this condition of afl'air.s 
was foreseen in part, yet admit that the 
shortage greatly exceeds the ealcalationi 
of the shrewdest amonp tlieni, and that 
some of them were caught on the wrong 
side of the market. They admit that 
there does not seem to be any immediate 
relief from the embarrassing situation 
rince the shortage is daily becoming 
greater, and .eoine of them go so far as to 
asser) )hat no relief can come until tlie 
next spring crop of ho^s is marketed. 
The sllorta^ro is ascribed to a variety of 
causes, chiel| among which is the floods 
of last spring, which killed off the yoong 
pigs in many sections. 

The low prices of com last sjiring, 
which enabled farmers to fatten and mar- 
ket their hogs earlier than usual, is also 
considered an important factor in the 
present shortage.
